Lansing, Mich., Dec. 11.— "The po 
litical bacteria of our modern citie 


, is the worst disease menacing the m 
tiou, ' declared U. F. McClure, assis 
ant secretary of the state board o 
health, in a remarkable interview o 
the "Twentieth Century City," pub 
ashed, here today. 
McClure pleade 
lor the elimination of partisan poll 
tics in municipal government and fo 
the creation of higher sanitary am 
civic ideals. 


"The Twentieth century is here 
but not the twentieth century city 
although the latter is on the way and 
will arrive," 
McClure 
said. 
"This 
city is a matter of evolution. 
"Improvements on municipal gov 
ernments are difficult and slow to es 
tablish owing to political unfitness o 
leadership, foreign elements unused 
to a liberty they use as a Jicense, anc 
a slow sanitary and civic 'sentiment. 
"A hundred years ago the United 
States had only six cities ot 8,000 in- 
habitants or more. We now have be 
tween four and five hundred cities ot 
8,000 or more population. 
A Hundred 
years ago three per cent of our popu 
lation lived In cities whereas now 3f 
ner cent live in cities. We are a na- 
tion of cities. 
The cities color out 
state and national strength. The city 
has been called 'the grave of the phy- 
sique of our race' 
As a rule, tlie 
denser the population, the higher the 
death rate.

WAR OR PEACE? 


Germany is having its own troubles 


with the problem of government in 
Alsace. While France is not directly 
interested in the situation, yet it is 
watching with interest for it is not 
so many years ago that Alsace was 
one of its 
fairest 
possessions and 
some day. it may be again. The Wall 
Street Journal sees something beyond 
the mere making of faces at each 
other on the part of France and Ger- 
many in 
the 
present 
situation. 


Quoting driectly from that journal's 
edtorial on the situation are found 
the following statements: 


"Some great statesman said, or 


ought to have said, that gratuitous 
assertion, of military power is a con- 
fession of weakness. 
By the childish 


parade of unintelligent force in Alsace 
the militarist party in Germany has 
weakened a position hitherto not seri- 
ously questioned in the popular mind. 
In the face of Germany's industrial 
expansion 
in the past forty years, 


anything like military dictatorship is 
becoming unthinkable. 


"It is noticeable 
that the storm 


center of war is no longer in the 
Near or 
the Far East, or even in 


Mexico. It represents a point inter- 
nal in Europe, between two professed 
military 
nations, France and 
Ger- 


many, "which have been taxing them- 
selves out 
of all reason for forty 
years for the satisfaction of making 
faces at each other. 


"But the people who pay the b i o 


are becoming tired of an expenditure 
without end, growing- by a terrifying 
geometrical progression, and merely 
making new problems instead of solv- 
ing old ones. 
It is sufficient to refei 
to -'the -recent defeat and resignation 
of the French ministry. The franklj 
anti-militarist section united with the 
business 
interests, who know the 


market for the- new loan, and how i 
must be made. 
They defeated the 


government on the technical question 
of imposing an income tax upon the 
proposed 
$260,000,000 
government 
loans, but any other issue would have 
served.

$5,000,000 loan upon his Baden es 
tates, and the emperor is in the mar 
ket with palaces for sale, the obvious 
condition lower down the scale shows

liquidation of debts 
must mean.. A credit expansion jus 
tiffed by -boom times alone, become 
a tottering edifice . when contraction 
still further narrows "its inadequate 
base. Land banking is all very well 
when times are good and the burdein 
of taxation is Might. But farm mort- 
gages fall due in embarrassing num- 
ber when business is on the down 
grade and taxes are imposed not 
merely upon earnings, but upon cap- 
ital. 


"The crushing defeat of the Ger- 


man administration over the Zabern 
incident is one more sign that mili- 
tary burdens have become intolerable 
and that the money markets of the 
world can lock the barrack door unon 
the largest armies.

showing how pubic opinion can boy- 
cott a- military dictatorship over sev- 
enteen, millions of people.

beget credit, and tl:e threat of war 
dries up the source. 


"There is a guarantee of peace in 


the awakening of the French and 
German taxpayers to their 
power. 


Stupendous as modern 
armaments 


seem, trade expansion has outgrown 
them. 
The denial of credit means 


starvation and bankruptcy, such as 
no 
blockade ever 
produced. The 


guarantees of peace are stronger ev- 
ery day. They are not in battleships 
or battallions, but in the portfolios 
wh.ich contain the instruments of the 
world's credit."

Indeed, be- 
fore 1 go any further, let me 
state right here, that the func- 
tion oE the critic now resolves 
itself into the difficult iE pleas- 
Ing task of a proper and orderly

largely a work o£ intelligent and 
enthusiastic co-operation. 
The 
skill oE a talented, experienced

• turn. Mr. Porter knew the pos- 


sibilities of. his instrument and 
made the 
camera's 
conquest 


quite complete. 
He 
has 
dis- 


armed and delighted the most 
captious of critics by the daring 
but entirely successful use of all 
those advantages which are pe- 
culiar to the motion picture and 
which 
the 
conventional stage 


can never hope to share. .Take 
but one example. The judicious 
employment of 
outdoor scenes 


knitted the splendid story into 
a rapid and continuous whole, o£ 
which neither 
novel nor stage 


can give us even the shadow o£ 
a conception. 
Let it be made 
plain that 


"the new standard" applies to 
this 
production 
from 
every 


angle. 
In the matter of inter- 


ior settings 1 can recall nothing 
liner and more painstakingly fin- 
ished.

mance was the acting. 


No such cast ever showed its 


varied skill' and power on the 
screen before.

He knew he 
was acting for posterity and he 
acted with an enthusiasm born 
of a very great and sincere love 
for his novel task. Superbly fit- 
ted tor the task by generous na- 
ture he gave.us an ideal portray- 
al oE the difficult dual role o£ 
King Rudolf and plain Mr. Ras- 
seudyll. Though it was his first 
attempt on the silent stage he 
was in thorough 
accord with 


the camera and the mind that 
directed the

first turn to the last. The love 
of honor a.nd of justice, the Eng- 
lish readiness for sport and per- 
ilous adventure, x the 
absorbing 


. devotion of a. true man to a true 
woman, the turmoil'and'Intrigue 
in the myhtical 
kingdom, the 


loyalty o£ faithful retainers—all 
the qualities that account for 
the 
response 
o£ the popular 


heart to the appeal in Hope's 
novel are 
found in convincing 


realism on the screen. The fatal 
American defect 
of neglecting 


the cast to make the star shine 
all the brighter is here conspic- 
uous by its total absence. 
The 


ensemble 
was

-worthy of the star. It seemed 
to me that Jliss .Beatrice Beck- 
ley had solved better than most 
artists who are 
new 
on the 
silent stage the problem o£ main- 
taining 
poise 
in 
pantomime. 


"Without that poise, directed by- 
superior art 
and 
intelligence, 


the pantomime 
is 
either too 


mechanical or overacted. Mr. 
Torrence as Black Michael ac- 
quitted 
himself 
in

manner. Seeing himself he will 
realize that acting before the 
camera gains little from over- 
emphasis in speaking and shout- 
ing. Miss Haines was fully equal 
to the somewhat thankless part 
of Antoinette.

OW MUCH unhappiness, how vast a waste of energy, what needless 


friction is caused by the average human being's failure to separate 
essentials from non-essentials! 
According to the opinion of a prominent doctor, every human 


being has a certain definite amount of energy. As he draws upon it, 
rest and the recuperative powers of nature (ill up the depleted reservoirs;

And the differ- 
ence is this. The first woman is constantly saying. "Do this," or "Don't dp 
that." to her babies, and then exhausting herself in trying to enforce obedi- 
ence to all these commands,—many of which are in regard to quite unessen- 
tial matters. The second mother never gives a command unless it is in 
regard to something distinctly important. In that case, she always enforces 
it. but in all unessential matters she lets her children alone. 
And because 
she is capable of distinguishing between essentials and non-essentials and 
acting accordingly, she can manage three babies 
with 
far less outlay of 


energy than the other woman requires for two. 
Aeain, a great many women wear themselves out before their time, and 
some.'l doubt not, even lay down their lives, because they cannoti distin- 
guish between the essentials and non-essentials in housekeeping. 


•\nd I think one big reason why many people fail of happiness in life is 
simply because they were not intelligent-enough to distinguish between what 
was e'ssential and what was.non-essential before they set forth on their quest 
of success-and happiness.

ASKS EARLY MAILING 


Gives Directions .for Addressing and 


Mailing Parcels—Should Not 


Be Sealed. 


Postmaster General Burleson has 
given out the following instructions 
as to the mailing, ^addressing, and 
packing of Christmas parcels which 
are worth heeding and will save dis- 
appointments if followed: 
Do your Christmas Mailing Early, 
Wrap Your Parcels securely. 
Pack your glassware, crocKery, pic- 
tures, etc.. in boxes of wood, metal or. 
corrugated paste-board, with excelsior, 
and mark them "Fragile." 
Parcels should be addressed plainly. 
Parcel post regulations demand that 
the package bear the 
name of the 
sender as well as that of. the addres- 
see.Parcels sent in advance 
may be 
marked "Not to be 
Opened 
Until 


Christmas," but no other written or 
printed messages are permitted under 
the regulations. 
Address all parcels in ink. 
Do not seal your parcels. 
When 
sealed they become first class matter. 
Photographs, 
printed 
books, 
and 
other printing matter are not includ- 
ed in the parcel, post, but are third 
class matter* on which the postage 
rate is one cent for each two ounces 
or fraction thereof. 
Parcels not exceeding four ounces 
in -weight may be mailed 
in street 
boxes. 
Postage on "such parcels is 
one cent for each ounce or fraction 
thereof. 
Parcels 
-weighing more than four 
ounces are mailable only at the main 
postoffice or its sub-stations. 
Ordinary postage stamps are valid 


for postage on parcel post matter. 
Christmas stamps or other strickers 
should not be placed on the address 
side, as this renders the matter un- 
mailable. 
Valuable parcel post packages may 
be insured against loss in an amount 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars on 
payment of a fee of five cents in addi- 
tion to post. Fifty dollars insurance 
for ten cents.

PARCEL POST SHOWS 


DECIDED INCREASE 


Monthly 
Postoffice 
Report 
Shows 


Rural Carriers Carrying Many 


Pounds of Mail. 


According to the report 
of 
the 


Janesville postoffice officials the nine 
rural mail carriers distributed a to- 
tal of 75,728 pieces of mail during tue 
month of November whjch weighed 
11,007 pounds, over the routes out of 
this city. 
The carriers collected on 
the routes 14,192 pieces of mail weigh- 
ing 1,302 pounds. 
The report shows 
that the mail business 
among the 


routes is a 
big increase over last 


month and the postoffice men expect 
that this month's report will show a 
record business. 


Of the first-class mail matter, let- 
ters and postal cards, they delivered 
24,537 pieces weighing 
465 pounds. 


Ot this class 
they collected 
> 12,071 
pieces weighing 407 pounds. -In sec- 
ond-class mail th.ey distributed 40.8SS 
periodicals and printed matter weigh- 
ing 
8,073 
pounds. 
They collected 
only 105 pieces weighing 44 pounds. 
In the third or newspaper class, 11,- 
264 pieces were given out weighing 
1,017 pounds. The nine carriers col 
lected 
2,707 
pieces 
weighing 256 
pounds. 


The parcel post class showed an in- 
crease over the previous month, 215 
pieces being collected weighing 594 
pounds, and they delivered 687 pieces 
weighing 1,432 pounds. In the frank 
or free government mail the carriers 
gave out 101 pieces weighing only 
21 pounds. 
i 


The total shows that the carriers 
work will be greatly increased dur- 
ing the holidays because of the use 
of the parcel post system and post- 
office department men are watching 
closely how successfully the station 
representatives will be able to handle 
the rush.

For the purpose of reckoning effi- 


ciency nnd with the end in view of 
getting the work of the world done 
man may be considered a machine, in- 
dividually and in the aggregate. 


That is to say. each man is a ma- 


chine for a certain purpose, and nil 
mankind taken together are one vast, 
complicated, perhaps inexplicable con- 
struction. 


It runs smoothly, easily and efficient- 


ly, according to the viewpoint of the 
optimist. 
For the pessimist it emits 


the grunts and groans and creaks and 
rumblings that tell of disordered cogs 
and wheels. 


Taken individually and separately, 


each human machine has n story of 
efficiency or feebleness. But even the 
.best of them does not live up to its 
indicated horsepower, for human na- 
ture Is weak and imperfect. 


Every worker should 'try to bring 


his performances as close .us possible 
up to his "indicated horsepower." To 
do this it is necessary to eliminate 
waste and friction.
